To enable Grand Juries at the ensuing Summer and Spring 
Assizes to make certain Presentments in Counties of Cities 
and Towns in Ireland, and to remove Doubts as to the 
Jurisdiction of Justices of the Peace in Places recently 
annexed to Counties at large in Ireland.

by an Act passed in the Session of Parliament 
i h olden in the third and fourth years of the reign of Her 
present Majesty, intituled, “An Act for the Regulation of Municipal 
Corporations in Ireland,” it was enacted, that the boundaries of the 
several boroughs named in Schedule (A.) to that Act annexed should 
for the purposes of that Act be taken to be according- to the descrip- 
tion of such boundaries set forth in Schedule (C.) to that Act 
annexed ; and by another Act passed in the same Session of Parlia- 
ment, intituled, “An Act to annex certain Parts of certain Counties 
i of Cities to adjoining Counties, to make further Provision for Com- 
pensation of .Officers in Boroughs, to limit the Borough Rate, and to 
continue for a limited Time an Act to restrain the Alienation of Cor- 
porate Property in Ireland,” it was enacted, that, for the purposes of 
the said first-recited and of that Act, all places locally- situate or 
included within the boundaries of any of the boroughs of Cork, 
Dublin, Kilkenny, Limerick, Waterford and Drogheda, as defined 
under the said first-recited Act, should, from and after the time when 
the said Act secondly above mentioned should come into operation, 
be deemed and taken to be part or parts of the county ,of the city or 
county of the town of such borough respectively, and of no other 
county $ and every portion, .place or precinct of every county of a city 
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or county of a town not under the said Acts included, within any such 
borough; should, until provision in that behalf should be otherwise 
made, under and by virtue of the said last-mentioned Act, be one 
barony in itself, and should for all purposes ot Grand Jury Present- 
ments and of Criminal Jurisdiction, and also of Civil Junsd.ctmn of 
the Superior Courts of Common Law ill Dublin, be part of the county 
at large which was adjacent to it, or with winch it had the largest 
common boundary ; 



And whereas the said Act secondly above recited came into opera- 
tion in some of the said boroughs, after the Summer Assizes of the year 10 
of our Lord One thousand eight hundred and Forty-one: 



<rnd whereas under the said recited Acts certain parts or portions 
only of the old liberties of some of the cities and towns therein men- 
tioned are included within the boundaries of the counties of such 
cities or towns or boroughs as defined under the provisions of the said ,5 
Acts and other parts or portions of the liberties of the same cities 
or towns not being within such boundaries, have, for the purposes of 
Grand Jury Presentments, among others, become part of the adjoining 
counties ■ hut difficulties have been found to exist in respect of the 
making Presentments for Public Works within the same : 20 

And whereas contracts have been entered into by tbe Grand Juries 
of the same cities and towns, or some of them, for keeping in repair 
roads in the liberties thereof, some portions being within and other 
portions being without the boundaries of the said boroughs as defined 
under the said Acts; and doubts have arisen as to the manner in 25 
which monies to he presented by the Grand Juries of the counties of 
the same cities and towns, and of the adjoining counties respectively, 
in respect of such contracts, should be apportioned : 



And whereas the respective Grand Juries assembled at the Spring 
Assizes in the present year, holden for certain of the said counties of 30 
cities or connties of towns, made divers Presentments ; hut the war- 
rants of the respective Treasurers of the counties of such cities or 
towns under such Presentments would not extend to any part of the 
liberties or suburbs of any of the said cities or towns annexed under 
the provisions of the said Acts or either of ' them to an adjoining 35 
county ; and it is expedient that provision should he made to remedy 
such difficulty ;

And be it Enacted, That all Presentments which might have been Presentments 
10 legally made at the last Spring Assizes in and for any county of a last Assizes 
city or town in Ireland, and all sums of money which might have "tike* next!* 0 
been then legally added by the Treasurer of any such city or town to 
such Presentments, but which were not so presented or added, may 
be presented and added at the next Summer Assizes to be holden'in 
15 and for such county of a city or town by the Grand Jury of each 
county of a city, and be raised and levied off the city, suburbs and 
liberties of the same cities or towns, as the same existed prior to the 
passing of the said recited Acts, in like manner in all respects as if 
the said recited Acts had not been passed.
